Now is the Time to Clean and Make 
Repairs. 

The time has come to make needed 
repaigs on the hen house. ‘There are 
cold» winds and, rains in November, 
sjidden drops in temperature in De- 
cember, Any work now that will 
save illness later should be done: Stop 
the leaks, ine the r6ofs, batten the 
cracks in thé ends and back of the 
hen house.

Early autunin cleaning is always in 
order, The pullets should not be put 
into permanent quarters till they are 
‘swept, whitewashed, and the old lit- 
Never: have maturing 
pullets needed better housing than 
right now. They should be got in 
from the roosting coop before they 
begin to lay. A month of housing 
and yarding is none too long if you 
want fall and winter layers. Get them 
into the clean house with a yard that 
is carrying some fall green crop; get 
them on an egg’ ration, and see them 
quickly mature and get at their win- 
ter’s business.

Organizer for League of Red Oross 
Societies Tells of Need of 
Europe's Orphans. 

“Whilé we at home are intent on 
industrial expansion and a place in 
the sun, Europe in its war-weakened 
condition is fighting for its very 
existence,’’ said Donald W. Brown, 
director of the departinent of organi- 
zation in the League of Red Cross 
Societies of the World, which has its 
headquarters at Geneva, Switzerland. 
He visited Toronto to learn the peace 
Program of the Canadian Red Cross 
Society and to establish closer contact 
between it and the league, 

‘Millions of War Orphans. 

Having just arrived from Europe, 
Mr. Brown was able |o vive the Cana- 
dian Red Cross some first hand in- 
formation concerning the people of 
Europe. He called attention be art 5 
larly to the condition of the ehil 
so many of whom are now orpl Mins, 


While the exact number who have 
lost one or both parents during the 
war cannot be determined, the most 


conservative estimate places the num- 
ber at over ten millions. This num- 
ber seems quite consistent with tho 
heavy war casialties among so many 
nations. 
Dependent Upon Charity. 

The condition of these children is 
in most cases very pitiable. Many of 
them have no homes and they are 
dependent upon whoever may be 
charitable and kind enough to help 
them. But there are few who are 
able to give such help for the mass 
of the people of Russia, Poland, parts 
of Roumania, Czecho-Slovakia and 
other countries are so poor that they 
have not necessaries for themselves, 
Consequently in the great area be 
tween the Baltic, the Black and the 
Adriatic Seas, there are millions of 
children who face the next few years, 
and particularly the coming winter, 
without hope of proper care unless 
outside assistance is given them,

The teacher who hopes to take a{ work and country life are interesting; 
or, it is entirely worth while so to 


cultivate one’s tastes and desires as 
to be interested in country life, That 


farm work furnishes abundant ma- 
terial with which to interest- the 
trained mind is undoubted. It is 


monotonous only to the dull and ‘i 
uneducated. No kind of every day 
experience affords greater variety 
than farm experience, 

If we wish to indicate two distinct 
types of mind that are interested in 
quite contrary types of things, we 
may describe them as city-miinded 
and rural-minded. The city-minded 
person demands the  thronging 
crowds, the high lights of the strects, 
the unusual, yae spectacular, the sen- 
sational. Thee are his marvels, The 
rural-minded person finds his mar- 
vels in - the commonplace, in the 
things that happen every day—the 
rising and the setting of the sun, the! 
shifting forms of clouds, the wonders 
of generation and birth and growth; 
the control of natural processes by| 
human intelligence and skill. Farm 
life may be relatively unprofitable and 
arduous and therefore uninviting to 
those who seek ease or large profits. 
But it is interesting. This also the 
teacher who wishes to fit into the 
country picture must learn, To learn 
it, there must be developed “The dis- 
ciplined habit to see.” 

For a full generation the national

The Eskimo Unconquetable Dash at Hangard 


Interesting Report Received From 

Mounted Police Pificer in the 

Far North, mr 

King Jazz has pethaps shimmied 
his way into the Arctic circle. In 
the land of Eskimo where silk stock- 
ings and high heels are taboo, and 
where the ukelehe has never yet 
twanged its way to the hearts of the 
dancers, they nevertheles have dance 
halls where Eskimo devotees of Ter- 
psichofe, when they tire of stalking 
the wily seal among the ice floes, re- 
pair for relaxation, The dtthority 
of this statement is a report from 
Staff-Sergt. H. C. Clay, of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, which has 
recently been received by Col, A. B. 
Perry, commissioner of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police head- 
quarters, 

Staff-Sergeant Clay tells of staying 
for a few days at the Eskimo village 
of Nauhokguat, where he found 18 
native families engaged in sealing 
operations. The village was two 
days’ sled journey from Tree River 
detachment, which is the mos® re- 
cently opened police post in the vicin- 
ity of Coronation Gulf, and — Staff- 
Sergeant Clay remarks that the na- 
tives here were plentifully supplied 
with food and were making a good 
catch of seals. “When not engaged 
in scaling,” he reports, “they spend 
their time dancing, and have built 
a big ‘Igloo,’ which they have s#t 
aside as a dance hall.” Statf-Ser- 
geant Clay does not mention whether 
the shimmy is in disfavor at Nauhok- 
gault as it is in the cities of Eastern 
Canada, or whether the orchestras 
have the full number of instruments.

A striking fact in connection with 
this year’s harvest in Western Can- 
ada is the weight of the wheat. From 
sixty-three pounds and upwards to 
the bushel seems to be the rule, and 
by far the greater part of it is grad- 
ing No, 1. > 

Two reports received to-day, one 
from Saskatchewan and the other 
from Alberta, are typical of the many 
that are being received! continuously. 
From Moose Jaw it lpitited that one 
of the best crops in th2 district has 
been harvested by J. Heath, of Bel- 
beck, whose wheat averaged thirty- 
two bushels to the acre. It graded 
No, 1 Northern and weighed from 65 
to 66 pounds to the bushels. 

From Chin, Alberta, comes the re- 
port that 'red Masher’s wheat on non- 
irrigated . land has averaged thirty 
bushels to the acre, graded No. Land 
weighs sixty-five pounds to the bus- 
hel, Wheat on irrigated land in thie 
Coaldale district is yielding still bet- 
ter, There are numerous fields that 
will average thirty to thirty-four bus- 
hels to the acre, while at least one of 
the ficlds that is being threshed now 
is yielding forty bushels to the acre 
of the highest grade of wheat. 

These instances could be multiplied 
and multiplied. They are mention- 
ed specifically to show the kind 
crops that are being harvested, There 
is perhaps nothing extraordinary 
about these yields. They have often 
been exceeded and are being éxceed- 
ed on many farms this year, but the 
weight and quality of the grain is sig
